Issues Opinion On 


JP Salary Law 


COLUMBUS, Oh io UR—Atty. Gen. 
C. William O’Neill today issu ed an­ 
oth er opinion on a law enacted by 
th e last Legislatu re taking ju stices 
of th e peace “off th e fee sy stem.” 
Th e opinion, to Prosecu tor Har­ 
old D. Roth of Wyandot Cou nty, 
applied to cou nties combining pro­ 
bate and common pleas cou rts. 
In su ch cou nties, th e. opinion 
said, a “commission on ju stices 
cou rts” created u nder th e new law 
wRl consist only of th e presiding 
ju dge of Common Pleas Cou rt and 
th e president of th e board of cou n­ 
ty commissioners. 
Th e law as it applies to oth er 


cou nties sets u p a th ree-member 
commission composed of th e pre­ 
siding ju dge of Common Pleas 
Cou rt, th e probate ju dge and th e 
president of th e board of cou nty 
commissioners. 
A previou s opinion said special 
commissions created u nder th e 
new act may not operate u ntil next 
Jan. 1. 
Most oth er provisions of th e J. P. 
law went into effect last Friday. 
Th at law au th orizes cou nty com­ 
missioners to pay salaries to peace 
ju stices and ends th eir practice of 
keeping fees assessed in cases 
h eard in J.P. cu orts. Th e fee sys­ 
tem ends Jan. 1. After th at th ey 
will be paid salaries set by th e 
commission.

Yet, a slump'even greater than the 
1929 stock market slide into a securities panic 
caused no great alarm. Nor has a second slump 
this week caused alarm. 
What is the difference? 
Principally, it is cash, Borrowings by stock 
market speculators in 1929 represented nearly 
10 per cent of the value of the shares listed on 
the exchanges. Borrowings today are about one 
per cent. 
The other principal difference is the composi­ 
tion of the customer group. It is no longer 
dominated by speculators. Upward of a third 
of all stocks now are held for investment by 
banks, insurance companies, college endowment 
funds 
investment trusts, pension fund® and 
profit-sharing trusts. 
Aether difference is high taxation, which 
gives investors an incentive to hold on to their 
stocks, instead of taking taxable profits. 
Still another difference is intangible—a dif

Poliomyelitis 


There will be some victims of 
poliomyelitis this year. This even 
if the polio vaccine were complete­ 
ly effective in preventing polio, 
which no one claims to be the case. 
There will be many susceptible 
individuals who will not be vacoi- 
natgd simply because there will not 
be enough vaccine to go around. 
What 
then 
should our atti­ 
tude be toward 
polio? There Is, 
perhaps, 
no 
disease, 
with 
the possible ex­ 
ception of can 
cer which pro­ 
duce® as much 
fear 
as polio. 
While I can un­ 
derstand 
t h e 
mental anguish and panicky feeT 
ing of parents who have a child 
striken with this disease (I have 
been one myself) this emotional 
approach can do no good and is 
hardly justified by the facts. 
For one thing, polk) is not truly 
a common disease, and the chanc­ 
es o f avoiding are much better 
than those o f getting it Further- 


more, of those who d o get polio, 
even in paralytic form, the chanc­ 
es of surviving without crippling 
are generally good. 
Also, many others apparently 
harbor the virus responsible for 
polio without developing any para­ 
lytic symptoms. In this way they 
develop an immunity or resistance 
Of those who can be diagnosed 
about half suffer any paralysis last­ 
ing much beyond the acute stage of 
the illness. And in many of these 
modem methods of after care lead 
to such effective restoration erf fun 
ction that the effects are not too 
serious. 
These remarks are not made 
with the purpose of minimizing the 
importance of the disease but only 
to suggest how unwise it is to be 
come hysterical about polio. 
What parents should do is be 
alert and calm at the same time. 
M there are a number of polio 
cases in the community, care is 
particularly indicated. 
The first signs of the disease 
may be similar to those of any 
other infection, such as headache, 
tow fever, dizziness, irritability or 
other vague symptoms. 
Many children who develop such 
signs do not have polio, but if sus­ 
picious signs do appear it is safer 
to pop the youngster in bed until 
one is sure about it Slight stiffness 
of the neck is quite common in 
polio, but parents should not make 
an imaginative child too conscious 
o i the importance o i a stiff neck.

IT TURNS OUT that R o b e r t 
Sherwood flew to Yugoslavia for a 
* four-day stay not too long after 
he angrily denounced some U.S. 
governm ent officials for allegedly 
aping the world’s crud est dictator- 
■ ships. 
On his return, he wrote a piece 
for the official Yugoslav prop­ 
aganda bulletin published m the 
U.S. Being faithful to my trade, 
I quote him here directly , fully 
ard—for objectivity ’s sake—unem- 
1 tionally . 
* 
“ In the four day s that I was in 
the country I found my self spend­ 
ing a great deal of tim e laughing 
with m y kind hosts,’’ wrote Sher­ 
wood, author of “There Shall Be 
No Night” . 
“ If I had previously harbored 
any notions that Yugoslavia might 
be a drearily regim ented, totali­ 
tarian, authoritarian police state, 
I discarded such notions when I 
observed the unquenchable capac­ 
ity of the Yugoslav people, includ- 
t ing governm ent officials, to crack 
% ;jokes.” 


there out of the head-cracking sea­ 
son.

went to, the National 
Museum ir. Belgrade, but^ not to 
the slave labor camps. Nor did he 
go to the headquarters of the press 
m inistry which controls the state 
press or to the offices erf the regi­ 
m ental unions with which the AFL 
will have no truct. 
He did not visit any of the sacked 
churches or the jails housing the 
prelates or the office of the secret 
police, the UDBA, or its GPU- 
Gestapo ty pe torture chambers. 
He heard many jokes but some­ 
how he did not hear the weeping 
of the workers and farm ers whose 
sons, husbands and wives 
h a ve 
been executed by the Yugoslav 
secret police. 


SO WE FIND the great d ram a­ 
tist writing further in his report 
that: 
* “ We Americans have deep-rooted 
reverence for the world ‘independ­ 
ence.* The very basis of our na­ 
tional being is the concept that 
independence is sy nony mous with 
freedom, with national and indi­ 
vidual dignity . In the past 15 y ears, 
Yugoslavia has notably upheld the 
principles of our Declaration of In­ 
dependence and has done so under 
cruel and seemingly intolerable 
pressures.” 
Now this is what I don’t under­ 
stand. Our own government has the 
full record of Tito’s total state, its 
political prisoners ar.d political ex- 
ecutions. Furtherm ore, during a 
bitter luncheon discussion between 
their foreign policy m aker, Dr. 
Alec Bebler, one of their high 
secret police officials and my self 
some time ago, they repeatedly 
stated that Yugoslavia was a Com­ 
munist nation. 
Robert Sherwood, as one of our 
form er high governm ent officials, 
must have had access to all this 
information. Yet he say s that Tito 
“upheld the principles of our own 
Declaration of Independence” . But 
on the platform recently at t h e 
W akiarf Astoria, he used 
s uc h 
words as “heartless, soulless, cal­ 
lous, tyranny** in describing Amer­ 
icans with whom he disagrees.

Immou zer - Des - Ma rmou cha, 
n brtheastern Moroccan town of 500 
in habitan ts, 
in clu din g 50 Eu ro- 
pean s. An estimated 2,000 Berber 
tribesmen 
attacked this an d a 
n earby settlemen t Satu rday n ight, 
tollin g at least 11 Eu ropean s. 


By EULOGE BOISSONNADE 
FEZ, Fren ch Morocco UB—I re­ 
tu rn ed here early today from the 


sacked v illag e of Immo uzer-Des- 
Marmo ucha. The deso latio n and 
the su fferin g still hau n t me. 
1 got a prev iew of what was to 
come when the con v oy m which 
ou r party of reporters was trav el­ 
in g met* a gu arded colu mn 
of 
tru cks an d priv ate cars from Im­ 
mou zer. 
Dead an d wou n ded lay in the 
du st-caked cars. In the first am­ 
bu lan ce was Capt. Cbau ssier, on e 
of the su rv iv ors of the Immou zer 
Garrison . He climbed pain fu lly .ou i 
of the ambu lan ce with the heip oi 
a n u rse. His face showed the pain 
of his wou n ds an d grief from the 
loss of his Wife an d their two cl« ] 
dren , slain 
by the 
rampagin g 
tribesmen . 
It. an other ambu lafice a n army 
chaplain tried to comfort su fferin g 
men . 


“ In 30 y ears of serv ice I hav e 
n ev er seen su ch horror,’* said the 
priest shakin g his flowin g beard. 
Scattered between the tru cks an d 
the ambu lan ces were du sty 
cars driv en by women the wid­ 
ows Tired en d frighten ed children 
hu ddled by their mothers. Some 
had been able to sav e a few per- 
son al belon gin gs. 
Ou r con v oy mov ed on 
o v er the 
bu mpy Atlas Mou n tain road, sen d­ 
in g u p clou ds of du st. In the dis­ 
tan ce, lighted by the slan tin g ray s 
of the late aftern oon su n . Immou ­ 
zer appeared on a mou n tain ridge. 
Wild mou n tain cou n try 
rem iniscent 
of the American West surro unds 
the v illage. Smoke was risin g from 
dy in g fires throu ghou t the settle­ 
men t. 
In the v illage were on ly troops. 
All civ ilian s had been ev acu ated. 


Some of the soldiers—there were 
on ly 50 able-bodied men left of 100 
in the military post by the time 
rein forcemen ts arriv ed—said the 
attack took place by moon light 
Satu rday right. 
The tribesmen in filtrated alon g 
the rav in es, ev en in to the v ery 
streets of the v illage. Then with 
wild cries they attacked the hou ses 
in div idu ally an d almost simu ltan e­ 
ou sly . Dwellers were wren ched] 
from 
their 
sleep. 
Some 
were 
dragged in to the street an d their 
throats slit. 
Maj. Beau , chief of the military 
post, tried to escape throu gh his 
home’s cellar an d then ou t throu gh 
an air shaft. The rebels cau ght 
him a few y ards away an d shot 
him to death. In the bathroom, 
some shav in g articles were still 
on a table. 


Short bu rhts of a su bmachin e- 
gu n fire cou ld be heard from the 
distan ce. Troops were moppin g u p 
sn ipers. 
The Foreign Legion n aires came 
to the rescu e in the dark of Su n ­ 
day morn in g. At day light they at- 


tacked an d drov e the rebels back.1 
dispersin g them to the crests of 
the mou n tain s. Mon day they scat­ 
tered the tribesmen off the crests 
in to the mou n tain s bey on d.
